We hear this type of question frequently at the 
Reference Desk. One of our favorite sources for find¬ 
ing the answer is the International Directory of Com¬ 
pany Histories (ICDH). The ICDH currently covers 
more than 5,700 companies in 49 volumes. The cumu¬ 
lative index in the last volume makes it easy to locate a 
particular company. Each entry opens with basic infor¬ 
mation such as legal name, address, telephone and fax 
numbers, website address, date of incorporation, sales, 
and number of employees. It then presents a narrative 
of the company’s history followed by a list of articles 
for further reading. Most of these articles can be found 
in our Periodicals Department. The student who needed 
information on The Gap found four pages of informa¬ 
tion in the ICDH to get her started along with refer¬ 
ences to six articles that helped her expand on her topic.

In the mid-1950’s, research showed 
that Americans were spending less 
time on books and more on radios, tele¬ 
visions and musical instruments. In 
today’s high tech society, we have 
even more distractions prevent¬ 
ing us from reading such as the 
Internet, e-mails, DVD’s, etc. 

The American Library Associa¬ 
tion (ALA) and the American 
Book Publishers formed a non¬ 
profit citizens organization in 
1954 called the National Book 
Committee due to their worry 
that Americans were reading 
less. 

The goals of the National Book 
Committee were broad in scope. They 
varied from “encouraging people to 
read in their increasing leisure time” 
to “improving incomes and health” and 
“developing strong and happy family 
life.” In 1957, the committee devel¬ 
oped a plan for National Library Week 
based on the idea that once people were 


motivated to read, they would support 
and use libraries. With the coopera¬ 
tion of ALA and with help from the 
Advertising Council, the first National 
Library Week was observed in 1958. 

National Library Week 
was observed again in 1959, 
and the ALA Council voted 
to continue the annual cel¬ 
ebration. When the National 
Book Committee disbanded 
in 1974, ALA assumed full 
sponsorship. 

National Library Week is 
a national observance spon¬ 
sored by the ALA and libraries across 
the country each April. It is a time to 
celebrate the contributions of our 
nation’s libraries and librarians and to 
promote library use and support. All 
types of libraries-school, public, aca¬ 
demic and special participate.

The free AV services available through 
the central library and its branches are 
being utilized more than ever by library 
patrons. From 2001 to 2002, DVD rent¬ 
als at the central library and its branches 
increased by 185 percent. Dur¬ 
ing this same time period, rent¬ 
als in the AV section including 
books on tapes, compact discs 
^and movie videos increased by 48 
srcent. 

The declining economy con¬ 
tributes to the increase in DVD 
rentals and also the fact that ap¬ 
proximately 40 percent of Ameri¬ 
cans now own DVD players. 

The biggest rental day is Sat¬ 
urday. Patrons enjoy having videos to 
watch over the weekend and apparently 
realized that they can keep the DVD or 
video an extra day because the library is 
closed on Sunday. The AV staff mem¬ 
bers are extremely busy checking out 
materials on Saturday and the atmosphere 
is similar to that at a video store. The 
busiest times are Saturday morning and 
late afternoon before the library closes. 
The library stocks all the latest best-seller 
DVD’s but generally only one at the cen¬ 
tral library and its branches. Videos and 
DVD’s are not reserved. Patrons are re¬ 
quired to check them out on a first-come, 
first served basis. 

There is always an increase in patrons 
checking out DVD’s, videos or CD’s af¬ 
ter the Grammy or Academy Awards. 
Any of the Oscar winning movies are ex¬ 
pected to be in big demand once they are

released. In addition, the soundtracks will 
be asked for too. 

The patrons that frequent the AV de¬ 
partment range in age from high school 
students to senior citizens. Men, who gen¬ 
erally don’t borrow as many 
books as women, are big cus¬ 
tomers in the AV department. 
They tend to use the video col¬ 
lections including subjects on 
education, war and social is¬ 
sues. 

The library system has had 
an AV services section since it 
opened its doors in 1959 but in 
the early years had 16 mm 
films, which were phased out 

in 2000. 

The Lake County Public Library con¬ 
tinues to have a strong commitment to AV 
services.

Since 1992, the Munster Branch Library 
has offered a monthly Great Books discus¬ 
sion program. The Great Books movement 
was begun more than fifty years ago at the 
University of Chicago by Mortimer Adler 
and Robert Maynard Hutchins. The two 
academics shared a vision of book 
discussion groups in which “pas¬ 
sionate readers could meet and talk 
about enduring issues and ideas.” 

Today the movement has more 
than 850 groups meeting in librar¬ 
ies and homes throughout the 
United States with thousands of 
adult participants. 

Anne Brown, a former high 
school English teacher, volunteers 
her time to facilitate the discus¬ 
sions at the Munster Branch. Her initiation 
into the Great Books program dates back to 
her last two years of teaching. At that time, 
she enrolled in a training course offered by 
the Great Books Foundation. Upon com¬ 
pleting the course, she launched a Junior 
Great Books program at Thornton Frac¬ 
tional North. Working with high school stu¬ 
dents proved to be great training for what 
followed. When Anne came out of retire¬ 
ment in the fall of 1992, she brought her 
special brand of energy and commitment to 
life-long learning to the Munster Branch. 

Several individuals have been with the 
Munster Great Books group since its incep¬ 
tion and are equally enthusiastic about the 
benefits it provides. This past year the group 
cpted to re-read the original First Series 
lince many new participants have joined in 
recent years. The group will tackle the Sec¬ 
ond Series beginning in September and dur¬ 
ing July/August, classic novels will be read. 
The packaged set, which includes all of the 


readings for the next several months, is 
available for purchase at the Munster 
Branch Library for $25.00. Those works 
that will be read in their entirety include 
Plato’s The Crito, Euripides’ Iphigeneia at 
Aulis, Dostoevsky’s Notes from the Under¬ 
ground, Melville’s Billy Budd, 
Sailor, Shakespeare’s Antony 
and Cleopatra, and Thoreau’s 
Civil Disobedience. Excerpts 
from several other literary 
works are also part of the se¬ 
ries. 

The only requirement for join¬ 
ing the discussion is to read the 
assigned selection ahead of 
time. Participants learn from 
one another as they share ques¬ 
tions and ideas about the readings. The 
emphasis is always on questions of inter¬ 
pretation that can be supported by evidence 
from the work itself. According to Anne, 
what makes the sessions so interesting is 
the fact that the participants come from 
varied backgrounds and naturally contrib¬ 
ute different perspectives to the discussion. 

There are scores of intelligent adults in 
our library communities who are looking 
for an opportunity to broaden their knowl¬ 
edge and express their thoughts. If this de¬ 
scription fits, consider taking part in the 
Great Books program. Newcomers are al¬ 
ways welcome. The group meets on the 
last Thursday of each month at 7 pm. Call 
the Munster Branch Library today (219- 
836-8450) to reserve your copy of the read¬ 
ing packet.
